The Great Strike, 

The troubles in the Pennsylvania 
mining regions still continue. Mar- 
tial law has in effect been declared, 
and the services of the military seem 


| to be indispensable toward keeping 
| the peace. So far from losing strength, 


the strike gains daily, and no longer 
confined to the anthracite miners, 
has now been reinforced by the work- 
ers in bituminous coal, who are no 
otherwise interested than in sympas 
thizing with the movement, and de- 
termined, right or wrong, to make 
common cause with it. 

Strikes are frequent enough, and 
thisone is like all others, save in 
one respect, its extent. It threat- 
ens to last until some definite set- 
tlement is reached between the 
rights of owners and the workmen 
in the mines, and yet that settlement 
seoms no nearer to-day than it was 
two months ago. Meanwhile, on all 
hands vast losses have already been 
suffered—many of the mines have 
been greatiy damaged by the rise of 
water, the pumps being stopped, the 
coal product of the current year can- 
not now be morethar two-thirds of its 
average amount; and finally, the mi- 
ners have almost exhausted their 
savings and their credit, to say noth- 
ing of the loss of their time and labor, 
aloss in itself much greater than 
could be made up by the increase in 
wages asked by them and denied by 
the mine owners. 

It begins to be thought that the 
only possible solution of the problem, 
how to adjust the interests and the 
rights in question, will be found in 
some form of co-operation. But, even 
_if this be true, it ishard to see how 
co-operation or any voluntary ar- 
rangement can result from the war 
that now exists, and which, day b 
day, grows more bitter.—Norfol 
Virginian.
